1) Displeased and angry. 

2) Prayer of despondency. 

II) GOD'S "ASK": .QUESTIONING JONAH'S DISPLEASURE_. uonahu) 

"Have you any right to be angry?" 

III) JONAH'S ANGUISH: __LOSING THE GOD-PROVIDED VINE_. -,, i, , . 

1 ) The God-provided vine. 

2) The God-removed vine. 

IV) GOD'S ANSWER: HIS COMPASSION EXTENDS TO ALL . -,,,■. 

1 ) God repeats His question to Jonah (cf. v.4). 

2) God provides His explanation through the illustration of the vine. 

V) OUR APPLICATION: DEALING WITH DISILLUSIONMENT WITH GOD 

1 ) Disillusionment comes when we TURN GOD into something that fits our own conveniences. 

2) Fully accept the fact that God often LOVES in ways that we don't always LIKE . 

3) Realize we won't fully know the MASTER PLAN , but we can know the Master. 
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
